Named PBCC Trustees 


Max Davis has been named a 
Palm Beach Community College 
trustee by Governor Lawton Chiles. 
Davis replaces area physician Dr. 
Bernard Kimmel. 

Davis, a local businessman, is 
chairman of Max Davis Associates. 
An alumnus of PBCC, Davis also 
serves as president of the PBCC 
Foundation and was former presi¬ 
dent of the College’s Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Davis’ appointment was con¬ 
firmed on June 10. 

Additionally, Bettye J. King, who 
serves as chairperson of the PBCC 
District Board of Trustees, was re¬ 
appointed to a second term as a 
College trustee. King, an attorney, 
is a partner in the firm of Lytal and 
Reiter. 


The message that keeps resonating 
again and again is that state revenues 
are down, and community colleges will 
again have to do more with less. Three 
times in the past fiscal year, PBCC has 
faced cuts in state appropriations. A total 
of $1,140,000 was pulled from PBCC*^ 
$25,060,000 state appropriation fdr 
1990-1991, leaving the College 
$23,920,000. Even worse news is that 
funding for the coming year looks just as 
bleak. 

For the year beginning on July 1 of 1991, 
PBCC’s belt is just about as tight as it can 
get, with the College doing everything 
possible to prevent layoffs and maintain 
student services. PBCC administrators 
are hoping that by leaving vacant posi- 


tioneunfilleeLand making cutbacks in pur- 
and travel, the College will be 
able to bridge the ever-widening funding 
gap for one more year. 

The legislature did give community col¬ 
leges some Immediate assistance with 
the approval to raise tuition for in-state 
students and out-of-state students. This 
translates into tuition fees of $30.30 per 
credit hour for Florida residents and 
$108.80 per credit hour for out-of-state 
students. These increases in student tu¬ 
ition will help to offset the state funding 
shortfalls, but additional funding sources 
are still needed to address the backlog of 
unfunded needs that PBCC has faced 
over the past five years.

PBCC ADDS SCHOOL 
AGE CHILD CARE 
CERTIFICATE 
COURSE 

Palm Beach Community College, in 
conjunction with the Palm Beach County 
School Board, has created a dynamic 
and innovative program which ad¬ 
dresses concerns about the growing 
numbers of children who need adult su¬ 
pervision before and after school hours. 
The pilot training program, which began 
in 1988, focused on two area elementary 
schools with School-Age Child Care 
(SACC) programs housed on-site. The 
program, which consisted of three, 
three-credit hour classes, was offered to 
12 SACC employees and ran from Sep¬ 
tember of 1988 to May of 1989. 

After consultation with members of the 
school system, the SACC committee 
and SACC employees, the course was 
revised to its present form as a six-week 
certificate training program consisting of 
40 classroom hours plus 10 hours of 
on-site supervision. Classroom compo¬ 
nents include psychology, child grovirth 


and development, classroom manage¬ 
ment and child guidance techniques, 
SACC program concerns and counselor 
qualities including creativity and flexibil¬ 
ity. The observation component is based 
on competencies taken from the Child 
Development .Associate, a nationally- 
recognized certificate/competency- 
based course. 

The SACC certification course is now 
offered by the PBCC Division of Contin¬ 
uing Studies on a continual basis at cam¬ 
pus locations as well as at selected 
off-campus sites. 

This program is unique since it is an 
attempt to create and maintain high qual¬ 
ity SACC programs by providing trained 
personnel. Previously, no formal training 
existed for SACC workers. Furthermore, 
PBCC offers the low-cost, high-quality 
training to a traditionally under served 
section of the population, minorities and 
single parents, who are trying to upgrade 
their employment skills. 

Additionally, because the course is 
competency-based, each certificate is¬ 
sued will ensure that the SACC em¬ 
ployee has demonstrated abilities in 
child care giving within the school-based 
program. 



XERISCAPE SITE 
DEVELOPED AT 
CENTRAL CAMPUS 


In conjunction with the South Rorida 
Water Management District, PBCC envi¬ 
ronmental conservation classes de¬ 
signed and planted a xeriscape 
demonstration site on one-third acre be¬ 
tween the Science and Social Science 
buildings on Central Campus. 

The xeriscape site serves as a model of 
the xeriscape concept of landscape for 
the College, the Water Management 
District, the public school system and the 
citizens of Palm Beach County. 

A xeriscape information center, hous¬ 
ing materials detailing xeriscape design 
and usage, is also located on the third 
floor of the Central Campus Harold C. 
Manor Library. The demonstration site 
and the information center are available 
for inspection and use by students and 
the general public during regular College 
hours. 

The xeriscape demonstration project 
was the brain child of Central Campus 
Senior Instructor of Science Pat Hilliard 
Johnson, who is proactive in community 
environmental concerns. She became 
interested in teaching her students and 
the general public a practical solution to 


landscaping in South Florida during 
water shortfalls. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
INSTITUTE 
COORDINATES 
PRISON TOUR 

In June, Palm Beach Community 
College’s Criminal Justice Institute coor¬ 
dinated a South Florida Prison Tour in 
response to the requests of many crimi¬ 
nal justice professionals. 

The tour traveled to Dade Correctional 
Institution in Florida City, the South 
Florida Reception and Medical Center 
and Broward Institution for Females. The 
20 participants dined at the institutions, 
visited with inmates and staff and re¬ 
turned with a perspective of the reality of 
prison life and management. 

The tours helped criminal justice pro¬ 
fessionals to personally understand and 
review prison educational and rehabilita¬ 
tion efforts as well as perceive the work 
ethic and work discipline of inmates and 
various problems facing prison superin¬ 
tendents. 

PBCC Division Chair VII Joe Macy ar¬ 
ranged the tour in cooperation with area 
criminal justice professionals.

Outstanding Employee Focus: Alice Duxbury

In her smash recording, The Best, rock 
icon Tina Turner sings... "you're the 
best...better than all the resL.tjetter titan 
anyone...anyone I ever met..." In the 
case of Alice Duxbur/s teaching creden¬ 
tials, the words ring as true and as clear 
as a piece of Steuben’s crystal. 

If a student couldn't take a literature 
course taught by (Watson B.) Duncan... 
then they took Duxbury. They were con¬ 
sidered by many students to be PBGC's 
dynamic duo of literature. He was theat¬ 
rical. She is sublime. He boomed the 
soliloquies of Shakespeare while she 
melodically endears the words of 
Milton, Cervantes and Voltaire to her 
spellbound students. While Duncan was 
hailed as the "master teacher," it is 
Duxbury's reputation for teaching excel¬ 
lence which kept her out of his imposing 
shadow...although in her words, "vyrtiy 
wouldn't I want to be there?" It was 
Duncan who hired Duxbury when he was 
the chair of the Communications Depart¬ 
ment, and it was Duxbury who eulogized 
him at his funeral. 

Like Duncan, friends mean a great deal 
to Duxbury...as do her students. She is 
honest, candid and steadfast. Those who 
do not know her well may see her as 
retiring and demure. Yet, when she takes 
the stage which is her classroom, the 
word e/ecfr/cbest describes her teaching 
style. Duxbury's wit is so sharp at times 
that many miss it entirely. Her literary 
criticisms are honest and oftentimes 
piercing. Truly, Duxbury and Chaucer 
might indeed have been soul mates had 
they lived at the same time and encoun¬ 
tered one another, by chance, on their 
way to the Shrine of St. Thomas in Can¬ 
terbury. 

Her peers and colleagues consider her 
to be a consummate educator. And it is 
this passion for enlightening and enrich¬ 


ing the academic lives of her 
students which led Duxbury 
to request that the World 
Literature class be rein¬ 
stated into the PBCC 
Communication's Depart¬ 
ment curriculum after a sev¬ 
eral year absence. "I dearly 
love teaching the World Lit¬ 
erature courses," she said 
"Generally, students have 
heard of the Iliad and the 
Odyssey, but most have not 
actually read these great 
works. It’s wonderful to 
know that once the students 
have read and understood 
these masterpieces....they 
truly enjoy them." 

Duxbury began her teach¬ 
ing career in the mid-fifties at 
Seacrest High School in 
Delray Beach. She earned 
both her bachelor of arts and 
master of arts degrees in 
English at Florida State 
University. Growing up in 
Clay County in North Florida, Duxbury 
remembers that she has always been 
drawn to literature and writing. "My 
brother read to me before I could read 


myself...thafs when I knew I wanted to 
be an English teacher," she says. 

In 1961, Duxbury joined the English fac¬ 
ulty at PBCC. After leaving to raise her 
three children, Mark, Shawn and Victoria, 


she returned as a full-time senior com¬ 
munications instructor at the College’s 
Central Campus in 1981. 

Since that time, she has seen son Mark 
and daughter Victoria graduate from 
PBCC, (son Shawn attended the College 
before transferring to FSU) and pursue 
their educational and professional goals. 
Mark is presently an engineer with 
Hewlett-Packard: Victoria is a second- 
year law student at FSU and Shawn is 
lead guitarist for the rock band. Mean 
Season. 

For Duxbury, time is a highly-prized 
commodity. When she’s not teaching, 
she enjoys listening to classical music 
(along with RUSH}, watching PBS, read¬ 
ing (favorite authors run the gamut from 
Pope and Eiseley to Shakespeare ...nat¬ 
urally ... and Dave Barry) and taking long 
walks. Usually, she is followed on her 
treks by the menagerie of dogs and cats 
that share her country retreat. 

The classic works of Shakespeare and 
other legends of literature have endured 
the centuries for many reasons...possibly 
none more important than the scholars 
who have dedicated themselves to bring¬ 
ing these masterpieces to students 
worldwide. Whether she is teaching 
English Composition, Honors English or 
World and English Literature, Alice 
Duxbury is worthy of even the most pro¬ 
found sonnets or poems ever writ- 
ten...as, truly... 

She walks in beauty like the night 
Of cloudless climes and starry skies; 

And all that's best of dark and bright { 

Meet in her aspect of her eyes: 

Thus mellowed to that tender light

Mamie Washington Succeeds Against Aii Odds 


It would seem that Mamie Washington 
had met her destiny from the time she 
was six months old. Living with her par¬ 
ents in a migrant farm camp in Belle 
Glade, she was one (number 11) of 12 
children. As a little girl, she packed celery 
and ironed clothes for the people in the 
big house. By the time she was in the 
ninth grade, she was pregnant and mar¬ 
ried. 

As was a common practice in her earlier 
years, Washington was told to quit 
school by most everyone who knew her. 
After all... why did a poor black giri need 
school anyway? There was only one 
problem with this scenario. Mamie 
Washington didn't believe in the destiny 
that many expected her to accept. 

"Since I was in the fifth grade, I wanted 
to be an attorney," Washington says 
firmly. Looking almost regal sitting be¬ 
hind her large wooden desk, she exudes 
haute couture in fuschia silk and close- 
cropped coiffure. The plaques on her 
office walls attest to her many achieve¬ 
ments in the legal profession. Her repu¬ 
tation as one of Palm Beach County’s 
leading attorneys is widespread. She is 
a success...a winner, but she remem¬ 
bers the struggle to get there and she 
remembers it well. 

Washington speaks of the days when 
she was part of the school system’s inte¬ 
gration effort. "Nobody wanted to sit by 
the black kid," Washington says. "The 
white kids thought that if they touched us 
they’d get cooties. "But despite the hurt 
she suffered growing up in a predomi¬ 
nately white school system, she knew by 
the time she graduated from Glades 


Central High School and was ready to 
move on to college, that she’d be back. 
"My entire focus was to go to law school 
and come back to Belle Glade and prac¬ 
tice law...my only interest was to one 
day be able to help the people who 
needed me most." 

Washington gives her mother Mary 
Woodside credit for helping her achieve 
her educational and professional goals. 

It was her mother who worked for the 
money that helped finance her 
daughter's college education. "My 
mother was my motivation...my guiding 
light. She wouldn’t let me quit school...in¬ 
stead, she encouraged me to excel." 
And excel she did. 

Washington graduated with honors 
from Palm Beach Community College 
(two of her sisters and two brothers also 
attended the College) and then went on 
to complete both her bachelor of arts 
degree in political science and criminol¬ 
ogy and master of science degree in 
political science and public administra¬ 
tion at Florida State University. She at¬ 
tended law school at the University of 
Florida and upon graduating and pass¬ 
ing the bar, met her own destiny...and 
returned to Belle Glade to practice law. 
Recently, Washington was honored by 
her colleagues when the Legal Aid Soci¬ 
ety of Palm Beach County and the Palm 
Beach County Bar Association awarded 
her the John P. Powell IV Family Law 
Award for her pro bono work with needy 
individuals. 

In general practice since 1982, 
Washington also credits Robert Kight, 
the owner of a local Belle Glade restau¬ 


rant, for supporting her educational 
quest. "He (Kight) was a mentor to me. 
Through him, I learned to observe the 
subtle, and not so subtle, aspects of an 
individual’s personality. As an attorney, 
being able to gauge a person’s intentions 
and credibility can be an asset." 



Washington says that she never even 
knew of another female black attorney 
until she went to law school. "When I 
went to school, black children had few 
professional black role models in the 
business community. It was not com¬ 
mon to know a black lawyer or doctor. 
Today, I am happy to say, that is not the 
case." 

Indeed, while Washington is lauded for 
her legal expertise in South Florida, she 
is not alone. Former classmate and 
prominent personal injury attorney 
Bettye J. King also practices law in Palm 
Beach County. King, the chairperson of 


Palm Beach Community College’s 
Board of Trustees, is respected for her 
savvy in the courtroom. "I went to school 
with Bettye, and I consider her to be my 
friend," Washington says. 

Aside from her law practice, she is a 
name partner in the Belle Glade firm of 
Montgomery and Washington, P.A. 
Washington's civic mindedness has led 
her to serve as three-time president of 
Building Blocks, a subsidiary of noah, 
inc., a social agency whose primary 
function is to help young pregnant 
women who are at high risk as potential 
school dropouts. 

The organization concentrates on help¬ 
ing the expectant mother deliver a 
healthy baby. "I love doing this work," 
Washington says. "It’s our hope to stop 
the cycle of self-defeat felt by many of 
the girls involved. Considering my life, I 
am proof that pregnancy does not have 
to stop your plans for the future." 

Today, the newly-married Washington 
and her husband Robert Kendall reside 
in Wellington. Her daughter Lovetta is a 
nurse and a source of great pride to her 
mother. "My daughter is a wonderful 
young woman. She has made me very 
happy." 

When asked if there's anyone she'd like 
to meet, Washington only laughs. When 
pushed and offered a host of famous 
people, including Donald Trump, from 
whom to choose, Washington only 
laughs harder. "Donald Trump," she 
blurts out through giggles, "He should be 
dying to meet me." For obvious reasons, 
after meeting Washington, most people 
would probably agree. 


Thomas J. Mills Serves Palm Beach County Schools For 33 Years 


According to Palm Beach Community 
College alumnus and Palm Beach 
County School Superintendent Thomas 
J. Mills, it was the legendary Watson B. 
Duncan III who inspired him to become 
a serious student. "I wasn’t very moti¬ 
vated when I started at the College...and 
it was Duncan who turned me into a 
student," Mills says. 

Not only did Duncan turn Mills into a 
student, he even tried to turn him into an 
actor. Mills made his acting debut oppo¬ 
site another one of Duncan’s prodigies, 
Monte Markham. "I played a policeman 
in a student play with Monte," Mills re¬ 
calls. "Duncan was the director, and he 
asked me to be in the play. I was very 
honored. I had no interest in ever being 
an actor, but out of respect for Duncan, 
I accepted the role." Mills’ respect for 
Duncan remained steadfast throughout 
the years, and it was Mills who "had a 
strong hand" in the naming of the new 
Watson B. Duncan III Middle School in 
Palm Beach Gardens in honor of the 
recently-deceased master teacher. 

While Mills credits Duncan for much of 
his success, it was Vice President Emer¬ 
itus of Student Affairs Paul J. Glynn 
whom Mills credits for putting him on the 
road to a career in education. "My deci¬ 
sion to pursue a career in education was 
made while I was a student at PBCC. 
Dean Glynn (despite his vice presidency, 
Glynn is still referred to as Dean at the 
College) suggested that I major in edu¬ 
cation." 

Mills gives a great deal of credit to his 
alma mater for starting him on the path 


to higher education and still extols the 
virtues of the College where he began 
his academic career. “PBCC affords the 
average working man’s child the oppor¬ 
tunity to attend college...a great many 
students couldn’t have gone on to col¬ 



lege had the community college option 
not been available to them." 

Indeed, Mills is introspective when he 
remembers his own days at PBCC and 
the obstacles he faced in obtaining a 
college education. “My parents were 
poor," Mills says quietly. “PBCC gave me 
a chance that I wouldn’t otherwise have 
had." 

After completing the requirements for 
his associate in arts degree at PBCC, 
Mills transferred to Florida State Univer¬ 
sity where he earned his bachelor of arts 
degree in education. Mills then went on 
to Appalachian State Teachers College 


in Boone, North Carolina where he com¬ 
pleted his master’s degree in education. 
Mills began his teaching career in 1958 
at Central Junior High School in Palm 
Beach County. Mills and his wife Selby 
(a first grade teacher) raised their three 
children, Teresa (a graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of South Florida and a first grade 
teacher at Palm Beach Gardens Ele¬ 
mentary), Marilyn (a graduate of PBCC 
and the University of Florida and a 
teacher at J.C. Mitchell Elementary in 
Boca Raton) and son Steven (who at¬ 
tended Florida State University and is 
employed locally) in Lake Worth where 
they still reside. 

He would go on to teach at Palm Beach 
High and then served as dean at 
Conniston Junior High School. Mills be¬ 
came the assistant principal of Twin 
Lakes High School in 1970 and accepted 
the position of principal at Conniston 
Junior High in 1971. 

In 1975, Mills was named the assistant 
area superintendent of South Central 
Palm Beach County. Mills served in this 
position until 1978 when he was named 
superintendent designate in January of 
that year. By July, he had assumed his 
present position as superintendent of 
schools for Palm Beach County. 

Mills has served as Palm Beach County 
school superintendent for the past 13 
years, and on the eve of his retirement, 
he is reflective about his successful ca¬ 
reer in a county that has opened 32 new 
schools during his tenure. (With 6,000 
new students slated to enroll in Palm 
Beach County schools this fall alone, the 


nine new schools scheduled to open will 
do so with little time to spare.) 

Of the many accomplishments Mills has 
enjoyed while superintendent, three 
stand out most in his mind: The 1986 
bond issue which raised $317 million for 
Palm Beach County (at that time, the 
largest such passage in the country), the 
innovative programs which were im¬ 
plemented and the quality of teachers 
hired during his administration. 
Personally, Mills’ accomplishments 
have included being presented wnth the 
Distinguished Educator Award by the 
Florida State University Alumni Associa¬ 
tion of the College of Education and the 
John Phillip Imroth Memorial Award for 
Intellectual Freedom. Additionally, he 
was named Man of the Year by the 
Brotherhood Committee of the Palm 
Beaches and Environs. 

As his retirement date rapidly ap¬ 
proaches, Mills does not appear sad¬ 
dened about his departure from a 
position that has been so closely en¬ 
twined with his own powerful persona. 
"Being superintendent of schools takes 
a great deal of personal and professional 
commitment. At times, it dominates your 
life...every hour of every day...but it is 
also richly rewarding and a challenge 
that I have enjoyed over the years." 

And what does Mills do now? "I’m 
going fishing...and my wife and 1 plan to 
travel. Maybe when I get bored. I’ll start 
looking for a new job...or maybe...l 
won’t." Considering Mills’ past track re- 
cord...don’t bet on it.

PBCC President Emeritus Haroid C. Manor....Big Man On Campus 



For 21 years, Harold C. Manor was the 
big man on campus. As the second pres¬ 
ident of Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege, he was directly responsible for the 
introduction and implementation of nu¬ 
merous College programs that were in¬ 
stituted for student development and 
growth, throughout a tenure that saw 
PBCC expand from one to four campus 
locations. 

Manor and his wife of 54 years, 
Dorothy, came to Palm Beach County in 
1957 when he assumed the presidency 
of Florida’s first public community col¬ 
lege. Previously, Manor had been the 
dean of the Evening Division at St. 
Petersburg Junior College and an ad¬ 
ministrator at both Indiana University 
and Arkansas State University. 

Born in Ft. Wayne, Indiana and edu¬ 
cated at Indiana University, Manor re¬ 
ceived his bachelor of arts degree in 
secondary education, his master of arts 
degree in music and education and his 
doctorate in educational psychology and 
administration. 

During his years at PBCC, Manor re¬ 
calls that it was a very exciting time in 
education. "The junior college move¬ 
ment had really just started to expand in 
Florida," Manor says. "As student enroll¬ 


ment grew, so did the College." When 
Manor took over the presidency in 1957, 
PBCC had approximately 600 students. 
In 1978, when he retired, the College’s 
enrollment was nearly 8,000. 

It was during the mid-sixties, under 
Manor’s leadership, that PBCC acquired 
the property where the Edward M. 
Eissey Campus now stands. Prior to that 
time, PBCC classes were taught at Palm 
Beach Gardens High School and at an 
FAU building on 45th Street. PBCC was 
offering classes in all four locations 
(Lake Worth, Palm Beach Gardens, 
Belle Glade and Boca Raton) by the time 
Manor retired. 

In recognition of his dedicated service 
to the College, the PBCC Central Cam¬ 
pus Library was named in Manor’s honor 
on March 17,1982. The dedication was 
even more significant as it represented 
the first time that the College had named 
a building on behalf of an individual. As 
a center for student research, the Harold 
C. Manor Library is a lasting testament 
to a man who has always loved educa¬ 
tion and the opportunity to enrich the 
lives of students. 

Since his retirement. Manor continues 
to volunteer his time in the College's 
Central Campus computer lab where he 
tutors students in COBOL courses. Ac¬ 
cording to Central Campus Senior In¬ 
structor of Computer Science Carol 
Grimm, Manor is well liked and re¬ 
spected by all the students in the pro¬ 
gram. "He is truly a joy to be around," 
Grimm says. 

Family members are very important to 
Manor, and he speaks about them with 
love and pride. He has one daughter who 
resides in Atlanta and three grandchil¬ 
dren. Daughter Marcia Lee Niethammer 
and her two daughters, Michelle and 
Melinda, all graduated from PBCC and 
were members of the College's honors 


fraternity. Phi Theta Kappa. Grandson 
Mark is presently attending the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee. 

Though it has been more than 13 years 
since Manor turned over the presidency 
to Edward M. Eissey, it is quite apparent 
that Manor still loves Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College. During his frequent visits 
to the Central Campus, he still finds time 
to stop by many of 
the College’s offices 
and talk with former 
colleagues and 
friends. 

For over two dec¬ 
ades, Manor was 
PBCC’s big man on 
campus. While 
many things have 
changed since he 
first stepped foot on 
the Lake Worth 
campus in 1957, the 
College still serves 
as an educational 
hub for Palm Beach 
County residents. 


But tor all the dramatic changes, new 
directions and visible signs of progress 
at the College, some things and some 
individuals always remain the same. 
Harold C. Manor, president emeritus, 
educator and friend, remains as much a 
part of PBCC as the academic excel¬ 
lence to which he has dedicated his ca¬ 
reer and his life.

Another ray of sunshine in this desolate 
funding situation was House Bill 917 
which Representative Ray Liberti intro¬ 


duced and the legislature approved. The 
bill changes the formula for funding full¬ 
time equivalent (FTE) students at commu¬ 
nity colleges. The present standard is that 
student enrollment is averaged for the 
previous three-year period and state 
funds are appropriated on that average. 
With PBCC experiencing tremendous in¬ 
creases in student enrollment each year, 
the three-year formula has left the College 
shortchanged. The new funding base for¬ 
mula is based on prior year student enroll¬ 
ment which places community colleges 
under the same formula by which the state 
university system is funded. 

One stumbling block is that the legisla¬ 
ture did not approve the additional funds 
needed to immediately implement the 
new prior year formula. PBCC will have to 
wait until the 1992 legislative session for 
the approval of the needed additional 
funds. 

In terms of Public Education Capital Out¬ 
lay (PECO) funds, PBCC gained legisla¬ 
tive approval for three projects. The 
College vwll receive $1.4 million for gen¬ 
eral districtwide renovations, $980,000 in 
planning funds for a second classroom 
building at the Eissey Campus and 
$442,974 in planning funds for an outdoor 
physical education facility at the South 
Campus.
